1. The request for continued examination and the amendment filed September 25, 2002 in 
Paper Nos. 17 and 18 are acknowledged and have been entered. 

2. The reply filed September 25, 2002 in Paper Nos. 17 and 18 is not fiilly responsive to the 
prior Office Action because of the following omission(s) or matter(s): 

Applicants failed to cancel claims 9, 12-45, and 49-59, which are drawn to an invention 
non-elected with traverse in Paper No. 9, as was required by the previous Office Action mailed 
June 4, 2002 (Paper No. 1 5). See 37 CFR §1.111. 

3. In addition, this application contains sequence disclosures that are encompassed by the 
definitions for nucleotide and/or amino acid sequences set forth in 37 C.F.R. § 1.821(a)(1) and 
(a)(2). However, as amended by Paper No. 17, this application fails to comply with the 
requirements of 37 C.F.R. §§ 1.821-1.825 for the reason set forth on the attached Notice To 
Comply With Requirements For Patent Applications Containing Nucleotide Sequence And/Or 
Amino Acid Sequence Disclosures.
